GWU READING CENTER RECEIVES RIGHT TO READ GRANT FOR NATIONAL PROGRAM 

WASHINGTON, D.C, — The George Washington University Reading Center has 
received a $182,219 federal grant to provide staff development for school 
principals and assistant principals in 49 states. 

The grant was awarded June 18 by the Right to Read program of the U,S. 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare's Office of Education. The GWU 
project will contribute to the Right to Read goal of ensuring that, by 1980, 

99 per cent of Americans under 16 years of age will have the skills to read 
"to the limits of their desires" and that 90 per cent of those over 16 will 
possess and use literacy skills. 

This fall, approximately 150 school officers from some 80 schools in every 
state except Hawaii will attend an intensive one-week reading workshop based at 
the GWU School of Education's Reading Center. 

"The Reading Center staff, members of the faculty of the School of Educa¬ 
tion, and consultants in group dynamics and reading will contribute in an advi¬ 
sory capacity and will demonstrate how administrative patterns and effective 
reading instruction can be achieved," according to Dr. Ruth I* Peterson, Pro¬ 
ject Director and Assistant Director of the Reading Center. 

The project, to run through June 17, 1974, will include visits to the 
schools by the Reading Center's professional staff and/or special consultants;

regional meetings of participants; publication of a leadership manual; develop¬ 
ment of a curriculum guide; and compilation of a consultant registry for the 
principals. 

Project planners contend that because reading research and attempts at 
Instructional change have focused on the single classroom or on the individual 
teacher, these efforts have produced fragmented and generally unsatisfactory 
results. 

In contrast, the Reading Center staff will team with principals to help 
them develop systematic, competency-based programs for each school as a whole. 

"In so doing, we indeed hope to make it possible for each child in each 
classroom to attain his right to the ultimate satisfaction of successful 
reading experience," said Dr. Peterson. 

A team of GWU faculty members from the School of Education planned the 
project proposal in collaboration with an advisory group from the District of 
Columbia Public Schools. 

The Reading Center, in operation at GWU for more than 25 years, provides 
reading courses to GWU students and the public and offers diagnostic reading 
help for children and adults referred by physicians, school systems, and 
rehabilitation personnel.

JUDAIC STUDIES PROGRAM PLANNED AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Columbian College of Arts and Sciences of George 
Washington University will inaugurate an interdisciplinary program of studies 
leading to a Bachelor of Arts degree with a major in Judaic Studies in the 
fall of 1974. 

Students wishing to begin working toward the degree before the complete 
program is available may enroll for the 1973-74 academic year in courses which 
will be included in the formal program. 

In the 1974-75 academic year, the program will be expanded to include 
course offerings in Classical Judaism and Hebrew Language and Literature. 

The program will be enhanced with the eventual bequest of more than 
100 pieces of rare and semi-rare Judaic books, scrolls, manuscripts, and 
codices to the university by Myer Katz of La Crosse, Wise., an alumnus of 
Columbian College. Mr. Katz is making a part of the collection available for 
exhibit at the university's new library during the winter of the 1973-74 
academic year. 

It is hoped that a donor will provide backing for the establishment of 
an endowed chair in the area of Judaic Studies at GWU.

Columbian College also will be seeking a full-time new faculty member 
highly qualified in classical Judaic studies. Among current faculty members 
who will be contributing to the program is Dr. Howard M. Sachar, professor of 
modern European and Middle Eastern history and a leading historian of the Middle 
East. 

Dean Calvin D. Linton of Columbian College, who proposed the new program 
with the support of GWU students and faculty members, views the major field of 
study as highly valuable for the increased academic understanding of the inter¬ 
relation of Judaism, Christianity, and classical thought and of their inter¬ 
mixed Influence on western civilization. 

"It is true, so far as western culture is concerned, that to study the 
history of science, religion, politics, art, literature, or any other area, 
is in some measure to study the influence of Hebraism," said Dean Linton. 

"One cannot, for example, get very far in Dante, Shakespeare, or Milton with¬ 
out coming to grips with Hebraism at its ultimate source: the Old Testament. 

"Not to know Job and Isaiah, as well as Socrates and Seneca, Paul and 
Augustine," he said, "is to be denied one of the great sources of our culture. 

A program of concentration in Hebraic culture clearly transcends the ephemeral 
'relevance' all too often associated with shifting fads for various 'ethnic' 
or 'activist' studies." 

Courses for the new program will be offered by the classics, history, re¬ 
ligion, anthropology, art, philosophy, and political science departments of 
Columbian College.

Available for study toward the new degree during the 1973-74 academic 
year will be nine required courses in Hebrew, modern Jewish history, the 
Old and l!ew Testaments, the history of religions, the history of Judaism to 
the Talmud, and the history of medieval and modern Judaism. 

Twenty-two existing courses which can serve as electives for the major 
also will be available in five departments to students planning to enter the 
program.
